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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 9-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 9 is vague and indefinite as to what is to be considered a stitching material. The 
phrase "stitching materiar is not defined in the specification and therefore, the metes and 
bounds of patent protection desired cannot be ascertained. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claims 9-22 are rejected under 35 USC § 103(a). This rejection is set forth in the prior 
Office action mailed on March 3, 2006 in view of Phan'190 or Phan'730 with or without 
Kenney. 
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Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed on June 02, 2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants argue that the cited references do not teach the stitching of the felts nor it 
would have been obvious to stitch the felts as claimed, i.e., the cited references teach a 
that the pattern is formed by cured resin and that the skill in the art would not find 
obvious to form the projections by stitching. Applicants also argue the unexpected results 
of the used felt. Yet there is nothing in the claims that limits the projections of the felt to 
be the formed by the stitching materials. The claims, as claimed, only require that the 
projections be stitched to the base using a stitching material. The newly added limitation, 
i.e., stitching with a stitching material, just add redundancy to the claims, since something 
is stitched it must be done with a stitching material.
